— W — The. house, by more 
than two-thirds vote, agreed 
today to grant independence 
to the Philippines at the end 
of eight years. 


It passed and sent to the 


senate the Hare bill provid- 
ing freedom for the islands at 
the end of such a preliminary 
period during which the frame- 
work of the island government I* 
to be set up and its constitution 
approved by the President of the 
United States. 


The issue has irked congress 


for the last three decades. 


The vote was 306 to 
47, 
far 


above the two-thirds majority re- 
quired for passage under the pro- 
cedure by which the measure was 
brought up.

ment in February, as com- 
pared to January returns 
was shown by the average 
total figures for 16 major in- 
dustrial 
groups including 


more than 60,000 establish- 
ments, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Department 
of Labor stated. 


For the first time in a 


year, the employment and 
pay roll totals in the manu- 
facturing industries, includ- 
ed in the 
16 industrial 


groups, increased last month 
it was said. 


On the same 
date, the 


Bureau stated in its month- 
ly Industrial Employment 
information 
Bulletin that 
there had been little change 
In the general employment 
situation, it cited increased 
operations in boot and shoe 
factories, however, with ex- 
pansion of activities in por- 
tions of the automobile, iron 
and steel, coal mining, and 
shipbuilding industries. 


That the i.2 per cent in- 


crease in employment and 
2.1 per cent in pay rolls in 
the manufacturing industries 
was of a seasonal nature is 
indicated by the fact that 
in each of the past 10 years 
there have been increases 
from January to February, 
it was pointed out.

Vestal's death was announced by

ney of the house. 


Two days ago Vestal collapsed 
and was sent to the naval hospital. 
His condition had been reported 
as improving. 


Vestal, who was 57, was elected 
to the 65th 
congress from the 


eighth Indiana district and had 
served contiuously since. He was 
born Jan. 18, 1875, on a 
farm 


in Madison county, Indiana. He 
is a graduate of Valparaiso uni- 
versity and was admitted to the 
bar when only 21 years old. He 
was prosecuting attorney of the 
Fiftieth judicial circuit in Indiana 
from 1900 to 1904. He was sur- 
vived by a widow and two chil- 
dren. 


Sergeant of Arms Romney said 
Vestal died at 10:55 a. m.

HOUSTON, April l.-(ff)— Presi- 
dent J. L. Goldman keynoted the 
21st annual meeting of the Texas 
Cotton Association, which opened 
here today, with an attack on the 
federal agricultural marketing act. 
Mr. Goldman, of Dallas, deliver- 
ing his annual addreas, said the 
act had "proved to be the most 
collossal and complete failure Jn 
the history of legislation." 
Turning for a moment to the 
situation of the farmer, he said 
the latter's ''hope of prosperity 
lies in low cost production, and 
not costly destruction." 
''The farmers' troubles," he went 


on, "are economic, not political 
• • The farmer demonstrated the 
past year hla ability to materially 
Improve his financial status in 
comparison with the previous one 
by raising his food and feed 
his own farm instead of, as 
the past, having his corn crib in 
Iowa and his smokehouse tn Kan- 
sas City."

The

fight' of Galveston Interests for 
equalization with Houston of rail- 
road freight rates on all port ton- 
nage within a 100 mile radius of 
Houston began today before mem- 
bers of the Texas-Louisiana tariff 
bureau here. 
E. H- Thornton, manager of the 


traffic department of the Galves- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, was 
the first speaker before the bu- 
reau. 
He said Galveston and Houston 


now had equalized rates on 90 per 
cent of the tonnage handled in the 
two ports. 
"We are asking an equalization 


of rates on this remaining 10 per 
cent," he said. "Just a little bus- 
iness we think we shculd have." 


C. E. Holloman of the Houston 
Chamber of Commerce, disputed 
the statement when he spoke. 
"More than 60 per cent of the 
tonnage goini* through Port Hous- 
ton does not have an equalized 
rate," he said. "Mr. Thornton is 
simply mistaken. And more than 
70 per cent of I he tonnage Hous- 
ton gets because of the differen- 
tial In rates comes from points In 
a 100 mll-3 radius of Houston." 
H. B Cummings. assistant chair- 
man of the Texas-Lruisiana tariff 
bureau, who preside:! at the meet- 
ing, Interrupted to say Mr. Thorn- 
ton meant 90 per cent tonnage 
handled at both ports.

CUTTYHUNK, Mass., April 4.— 


(IP)—Two Cuttyhunk fishermen to- 
day positively identified the pilot 
of a large Amphibian plane which 
landed here yesterday in search 
of a yacht as Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh. One of the men, Char- 
les Tilton, said he had seen many 
pictures of Lindbergh and recog- 
nized him without question. 
Cuttyhunk residents said 
tne 
plane contained four men, three 
of whom appeared to be middle- 
aged, and that they were looking 
for a 28 foot yacht named Sallie.. 
The yacht was described as having 
two men and two women aboard. 
The men did not make known 
their identity but the two fisher- 
men said they were positive the 
pilot was Lindbergh. 
Excitement reigned in the vil- 
lage as the rumor spread that the 
men were seeking a conference 
with the kidnapers of Lindbergh's 
little son. The four men remained 
on 
the 
island 
several 
hours, 
lunched at a small inn and asked 
numerous questions 
relating to 
the yacht which, resiients said, 
they apparently expected to find 
at. the island. 


After the party departed, they 
flew northward and were seen bv 
Captain H. Paul of

to fly low near 
Penlkese Island 
near 
which a 
yacht was anchored. It appeared 
to the coastguardsmen 
though 
the men in the plane were en- 
deavoring either to identify the 
yacht or to drop a message.

ORDINARY CITIZEN 


WASHINGTON, April 
2.—(IP)— 


How much will a married man 
with no dependents have to pay 
the government every year under 
the income taxes imposed in the 
new house revenue bill? 
Here is how you figure it: 
Suppose Mr. Citizen makes a 
return of $5,000 earned income 
All of that Isn't taxed, for first 
he subtracts the 
$2,500 allow- 


ance permitted married persons 
That leaves a taxable $2,500. 
Next, he is given a fixed reduc- 


tion of 121-2 per cent of the $5,- 
000, 
of $825, for earned Income 


All incomes of $5,000 are allowed 
this deduction. 
It also is applic- 
able to those above $5,000 but with 
the provision that no more than 
112,000 may be considered earned 
income. 
This deduction on the 


$5,000 income would leave $1,875 of 
taxable) income. 
TW $1,875 is the 
figure 
on 
which Mr. Citizen pays his tax 
The rate of the first $4,000 of tax- 
able income is two per cent, so he 
pays the government two per cent 
of the $1,878 or $37.50. 


No matter how high Mr. Citi- 
zen's income may be, he always 
may subtract $2,500 (or being mar- 
ried. 
But if his earned income 
is $18,000 or more, he may apply 
the fixed deduction of 121-2 to 
only $12,000. 


That is the maximum the 'bill 


permits in making; this eubstrac- 
tion except when the income comes 
from corporation dividends. Then 
the 12 1-2 per cent deduction is al- 
lowed against not more than J5,- 
000.Here's an unofficial table of how 
much cash Mr, Citizen will pay 
Uncle Sam, assuming that the fix- 
ed 12 1-2 per cent deduction can 
be applied against $12,000 (the 
normal income tax rates are Wto 
per cent on the first $4,000; 4 p»r 
cent on the next $4,000 and 7"jj«r 
cent above that.

and police, leading to an island 
constabulary. 


While no evidence of a crime 


wave was found, an inefficiency in 
the administration of justice that 
constitutes an invitation to crime 
was said to exist. 
This has led 


many citizens to feel unsafe, and 
to a conviction by Richardson 
"that the unusual conditions of 
race, society and industry in tlje 
territory make a continuance ft 
such laxity fraught with much so- 
cial and political danger." 


Army and navy conditions there 


were termed "normal," with a lack 
of racial resentment between the 
service units and the Island popu- 
lation.

undoubtedly contribute materially 
to the crime situation," It was said 
suoh conditions are no different 
from on the mainland where ser- 
vice men aree.

In this contest, just across the 
Texas border, Emilio Fortes Gil, 
former 
provisional 
president at 
Mexico, was defeated by Dr. Ra- 
fael Villarreal, native of the lit- 
tle fishing hamlet of Soto La Ma- 
rina, 130 miles south of Browns- 
ville. 
Senor Fortes Gil recently 
returned' from Paris, where he 
was Mexican ambassador, to be- 
come a candidate for gocvrnor. 
The other death occurred in a 


fight at Pueblo. Twenty-two were 
injured there and as many more 
in the federal district, in which 
Mexico City is located.
